We regret to announce the 
death of Mr. Percy Burn, which 
took place lasi night at the Gar- 
ernment Civil Hospital. The late 
Mr. Burn’s death was so sodden 
that it came asa great blow to 
thoes with whom he cama in 
contact daring bie life. The 
deceased gentleman complained 
of featiog unwell yeaterntay 
mosning and obtained leave of 
abeence from his duties. He was 
taken to the Hospital in a 
practically unconscious coadition 
about five o'clock, suffering 
from malignant malaria, and 
passed away abort ‘yseven 
o’clock. : 

The deceased gentleman was 
only thirty-two years of age. He 
was a bachelor and rvsided in 
Kennedy Road.

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A CHINESE PEACE MOVE. 


Mr. Hotert Lansing bas been trying to bring about 
the unification of China. That must have been his avowed 
object in telegrapbing to the Canton Government asking 
what its terms were in order that. some steps could be taken 
to bring about a settlement of China's internal difterences. 

Mr. Lansing has doubtless realised. as must all students of 
- the Chinese question, that the unification of the country is 
"an essetitial prelimmtoary to China benefitting under the 
schemes formulated at Wasnington, and in requesting a 
statement by Canton he took a very direct and commend- 
able course 1n,seekiny to bring about an agreement between 
the Peking and Canton factions. On behalf of Canton, 
Dr. Wu Ting-fang declared that the southerners demanded 
@ sincere eudeavour on the part of the Chinese delegation 
to get the famous Twenty-One Demands cancelled and also 
the resignation of President Hsu, head of the ~ illegal” 
Government at Peking. This statemeut was forwarded by 
Mr. Lansing to Peking and the Foreten Minister there has 
replied to the effect that both demands have been fulfilled 
already. 
. Canton is naturally asking. how? The attitude. of 
- >the Chinese delegates at Washington is not construed by 
Canton to be. u sincere endeavour to get the Twenty-One 
Demands cancelled and as to the resignation of “ Old 
Hsu” it is pomted out bis Government still rules in 
Peking. that be has not vacated office and that his 
circular telegram of December {in which Hsu admitted 
fc his ‘shortcomings and deplored his lack of virtues) 
was not a resignation but jast another instance of the 
E. , “* magnificent gesture’ so beloved by the old Mandarin 
:. class of official who has proved a failure. And so it seems 
, that Mr. Lansing’s endeavour to bring the divergent 
, parties in China-a little nearer will lead to nothing but the 
Te-statement of Canton’s old case: pamely, that it is the 
only legal Government in China. ‘There is yet to be re- 
ceived the reply of the Peking Foreign Minister to 
Canton’s last communication and it will be interesting to 
see how he answers the points raised above. Whether the 
‘exchange of telegrams will result in anything of value is a 
s~doubtfal point. . :

| - FAMOUS BANDIT 
LEADER CAPTURED.

The notorious bandit leader, 
Wong Kwa-sce, was captured 
thrae days azo by the soldiers of 
Captain Yin-tai in one of the 
brothel houses in Tong-Yea-Lan, 
Ssikwac., 

Bandit leader Wong Kwa-sze 
with his big gang of over 
a thousand men caused 
great disturbances throughout the 
districts of Szewui, Kwongnan 
and Wy-chob. Countless offences 
bad been committed by bim 
during the previous years. People 
of these districts indead regarded 
bim with great terror. 

When Captain Yin-tai received 
the instructions to -stsy with his 
soldiers at the above districts 
for the prrpose of alleviating 
the terror of the populace for 
bardits there, 2 plan 
had been considered to ge: rid 
of this ontiaw. At first, he per- 
susded Wong's assistant, in the 
person of Wong Cheung, to sur- 
render bimself and afterwards 
appointed him as an investigator 
of the military camp. 

Some months Inter, Wong 
Cheung was ordered to effect the 
capture of his former leader. 
He oteyed. And when be 
observed that Wong Kwa-sze 
arrived at Canton secretly on the 
dag the arrest was made, holding

The tragic circumstances 
attending the death of Mr. HRC. 
Adam, agsistant clerk of H. M. 
Supreme Coort, Shanghai, wore 
inquired into by H. M. Coroner, 
MW.G. W. King, on the 21st, inst. 

Miss H. L. Lissad. resident at 
Wancouver Lodge. Sinza Road. 
stated that she oecupied a room 
nerttothat of Mr. Adams. At 
aboot 145 on Sunday morning 
abe was awakened by # nvise in 
<locessed’s room. -He was raring, 
and carrying on an animated con- 
yersat’ on, apparently tsiking to 

“people who were locking in 
through the window ” at hirn. He 
said be would kill them if they 
‘did not stop locking in. Hnaif ao 
hour later witness called out to 
‘him to be quiet and go to sleep. 
He made noreply, and soon after- 
wards he broke intoa fit of sob- 
ding and cried fora quarter of an 
bour.” 

About 3 o'clock he jumped up 
and yelled that the people were 
fooking in at the window again. 
Gethon loaded his revolver and 
fired through the window. “I 
sold you Td kill you if you looked 

_at mo through the window azain,” 
besaid. Witness heard him cock 
the trigger of the revolver, and 
walk round the room two or three 
umes. 

She then heard him sit down on 
the bed, and at five minutes past 
three he fired the last shot. 
“That's all right, you see, that’s 
all right,” he said.

Witness:—Ox ons occasion 
when he was sick he remarked 
that he could soon end it if it be 
came too bad. Occasionally de- 
ceased had snffered terrible psin. 
Witness did not hear the shots 
fired, but on being called by his 
wife he went to deceased's room 
and found him [ying onthe floor, 
with a bullet wound in his head. 
He was still alive. The room 
door was unlocked and the win- 
dows were wide open.
